DALLAS, Dec. 30.—W)—Police of 
Dallas and Waco today investigat- 
ed the adventures through which 
two Waco men say they went Sat- 
urday night. Dr. C. G. Swift, Jr., 
physician, and Lawrence Teajue, 
taxi-driver, reported they were kid- 
naped by narcotic addicts or ped.- 
dlers there Saturday night, forced 
to drive to several north Texas 
towns and threatened with death. 


Dr. Swift appeared here early 


Sunday,, and the taxi-driver tele- 
phoned from Alvarado. They said 
they were captured by a man 
and a woman, or two men. one 
dressed as a woman, the latter 
theory being reported at Waco by 
Teague. Their captors were armed 
with a machine gun and carried 
a large amount of narcotics In a 
suitcase, the men said. 


Dr. .Swift told how he left his 
home to make a call in company 
with one man while the other 
person acdompanied Teague in the 
taxi in which all three arrived 
at the doctor's house. 


After driving to several towns,

said he

pushing one captor and running 


when they halted in a field t near 
here. Teague was released a "short 
time later when the two men

TESTS NEW FIRE 
APPARATUS PROVED 


BE SATISFACTORY 


After being subjected to tests Sat- 


urday afternoon to prove Its per- 
formance, the new 750 gallon ca- 
pacity pumper, received by the lo- 
cal fire department early Saturday 
morning, will probably be official- 
ly added to the fire fighting equip- 
ment of Corsicana by order of the 
city commission some time Mon- 
day afternoon, it was stated Mon- 
day morning by Pat Brown, police 
and fire commissioner. 


The new motorized hook and lad' 
der truck received at the same time 
will be tested during the day, he 
added, and will be accepted by the 
city commission by the same order, 
This new truck replaces the now ob- 
solete hook and ladder used by the 
fire department, which was first 
horse drawn, but later motorized. 
Tests held Saturday afternoon de- 
monstrated the power of the new 
pumper both in securing water from 
the mains and from tanks by use of 
a powerful vaciimn. 
One of the 
abandoned water tanks at the Nat- 
'atorlum was selected as the site for 
the first test. Two section of suc- 
tion hose were coupled and let down 
in the tank while the pressure of 
the water was tested on a two and 
three line hook-up. A pressure up 
to 85 pounds was produced while 
twd lines were used, and with three 
lines, the pressure of the stream 
was slightly lower. 
Test* Satisfactory. 


Using one of the fire plugs ad- 
jacent to the court house lawn the 
two and three line hook-up were 
once more tested, as to pressure 
and height of the water stream, 


Commissioners and. city officials 
witnessing the testa declared them- 
selves to be satisfied with the new 
fire fighting, apparatus, and that 
official action would be taken im- 
mediately to add them to the fire 
department.

LIFE MORE HAZARDOUS. 


Readers of 
newspapers 


must certainly have been im- 
pressed 
by the unusually 


large number of catastro- 
phes resulting in much loss 
of life which have occupied 
front page space during the 
last year. It may be imagin- 
ary—great events are soon 
forgotten—but it seems to 
many .that the last twelve 
months have witnessed more 
than a normal year's share 
of disasters. 


Looking back over the 


months the average citizen 
can recall upwards of a doz- 
en disastrous 
wind 
storms 


and floods, a horrifying num- 
ber of mine disasters, much 
loss of life in wrecks on sea 
and railroad, 
considerable 


havoc by fire, earthquakes 
and many other calamities. 
Every day seems to have 
brought its own disaster. If 
there has been more loss of 
life and property through 
abnormal atmospheric con- 
ditions in the past 
twelve 


months than in the average 
year that is readily explain- 
ed by the variable 
climatic 


conditions and as for the 
other disasters the natural 
advance of civilization may 
account for 
them.

Although 
death is always just around 
the corner man is ever obliv- 
ious to it. When disaster 
wipes out a town it never oc- 
curs to the natives of a town 
w— 


ten miles away that it might 
have been their town.

He added no 
one knew how large tnat quantity 
must be or how long it will take 
the corporation to acquire it. 
Seller to Be Bigger 


"Under the farm board set-up," 


he said, "the cotton of all cooper- 
atives will be fed out to the world 
in a central stream under central 
contra). 
Then the seller will be 


bigger than the buyer and cotton 
will be put where it is needed, when 
it is needed and in only the quan- 
tities which people will buy at a 
fair, price." 


Williams announced receipt of 


information from all parts of the 
cotton belt to the effect that farm- 
ers not now members of a cooper- 
ative were ready to join one in 
their local community if It 
were 


given an opportunity to become a 
member of the national corpora- 
tion. 


A note of encouragement came 


from cotton men themselves, who 
aaid all controversial questioni of 
incorporation had been settled to, 
such a point that no apparent rea- 
son remained for eelay or failure 
of the board and the sub-commit- 
tee on charter and by-laws to agree 
on a final draft and submit it to 
the national organization commit- 
tee at Memphis, Tennessee. 


Must Conform to Laws 
. 
Emphasis was placed on the fact 


that the corporation must so con- 
form to the individual laws of the 
14 cotton states that cooperatives 
in each of them be permitted to 
buy stock in the national organiza- 
lon after It is incorporated under 


the laws of one state in the group. 
Actual Incorporation will not occur 
until and If the organization com- 
mittee of the national corporation 
accepts the work of the Washing- 
ton conference, Williams said. 
At 
the same time the committee will 
name 
the corporation, select a 


headquarters 
city 
and employ a 
manager.

WOOL CLIP DURING 
1929 ESTIMATED AT 
ABOUT SAME AS 1928 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—«V- 


Wool production for 1929 In nine 
countries 
which usually produce 
about three-fourths of the world's 
clip. Exclusive of Russia 
and 
China, is estimated at 2,467,000,000 
pounds, or approximately the same 
as the large clip of 1028. 
These countries, which produce 


the bulk of the world's combing 
and clothing wool, are the United 
States, United Kingdom, France, 
Germany, 
Argentina, 
Uruguay, 


Australia, New Zealand 
and the 


Union of South Africa. Supplies 
for this season, therefore including 
production and carryover In pri- 
mary markets is estimated at about 
1.5 per cent above the preceding 
season. 
Imports of wool into the United 
States from Jan. 1 to Sept. 30 
amounted to more than 218,000,000 
pounds compared with 184,000.000 
pounds for the first nine months 
of 1928. Receipts of domestic wool 
at Boston from Jan. 1, to Nov. 2 
were 189,000,000 pounds, a decrease 


of 6,000,000 pounds over the first 
ten months of 1928. 
Consumption 
of 
combing and 


clothing wools increased more than 
33,000,000 pounds fdr the first nine 
months of 1929 against the corre- 
sponding period of 1928. 
Stocks of wool, tops and noils in 
the United States or afloat to the 
United States, held by dealers and 
manufacturers on Oct. 1, were 21.- 
000,000 pounds 
greater 
than on 
July 1, and amounted to 370,000,000 
pounds. This Increase Is particular- 
ly noteworthy because stocks have 
declined from July 1 to Oct. 1, and 
every year since 1922, the average 
decline for five years 1924-1928 be- 
ing 19,000 pounds. 


Domestic wool prices made furth- 
er declines on most grades during 
October, but there since has been a 
strengthening in the foreign mar- 
kets due to withholding of offer- 
ings from the Australian wool sales.

It has been proposed, Williams 


said, that all cotton cooperatives 
become members of the National 
Margeting corporation, each sub- 
scribing for stock on the basis of 
$1 for each Bale handled this year.

or about. 10 per 


cent of the 1929 crop. At that rate, 
he pointed out, the corporation 
could start operation with a paid- 
in capital of $1,250,000.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28. 


(AP) — President Hoover's 
commission has prepared its 
conclusions on administra-j 
tion, reorganization and re-i 
lief to the courts "in regard 
to certain of the most urgent 
questions of law 
enforce- 


ment." 


A brief statement was issued to- 
day from the headquarters of the 
commission which nas been under 
fire for several days from senator- 
ial circles. 


"The chairman 
of.the national 
commission on law observance and 
enforcement stated to the press to- 
day that the commission had had 
ready for some lime past certain 
material and tts conclusions re- 
specting 
administration, reorgan- 
ization and relict to the courts in 
regard to certain of the most urg- 
ent questions of law enforcement, 
which may be useful to the joint 
committee proposed to be created 
by congress to consrcrer legislation 
to strengthen 
law enforcement," 
the statement said. "The com- 
mission hopes to cooperate with 
the joint committee of congress 
when it is appointed." 


CHICAGO, Dec. 28. (AP) 
Three racketeers, hunting 


easy money -with shotguns 
and revolvers, were trapped 
by police Jjist night and died 
resisting arrest. 


The racketeers had gone to the 


offices of President Michael Pow- 
era of the Tire Workers and Re- 
pair Vulcanizers* Union, demanding 
$10,000 or Power's life. If Powers 
didn't pay, they warned him, they 
would get him out of the day and 
take control of the union them- 
selves. 


Powers called upon police 
for 


protection. Officers were concealed 
at union headquarters when the 
racketeers arrived. Five minutes 
later a police ambulance drove up

clusions so far as its sUrvey has 
gone. 


This takes cognizance of four 
conditions believed to be at error, 
and recommendations.-will be made 
for legislation to relieve congestion 
in the federal 
courts, 
centralize 


control of the border traffic, now 
shared by the coast guard, customs, 
narcotics and im^irgrations serv- 
ices, unify enforcement and admin- 
istration of the dry laws in.the jus- 
tice department by transferring to 
it agencies now in the treasury, 
and codify federal 
Jaws dealing 
with prohibition. 


Three of these recommendations 
have already been made by presi- 
dent Hoover, and the fourth, that 
of centralizing 
responsibility on 


the border, was advanced several 
days ago by Unoer-decrotary1 Mills 
of the treasury Cepartment, In re- 
plying to criticisms of enforcement 
from members of the senate. 


• Uncertainty Prevails 
There, is uncertainty as to Just 


how soon details of the report will 
be made public. It may be given 
out in the near future,: or it may 
be submitted to a joint congres- 
sional committee 
on prohibition 
when congress establishes such a 
body. A resolution to bring this 
about hsa been adopted by the sen- 
ate and Is pending in a bouse com- 
mittee.

Briand reproached M. Riebel, 
former under-secretary of state for 
the liberated regions, for reading 
the note. He said It created a "sor- 
ry situation."

Marshal Foch's letter said Ger- 
many daily was becoming a more 
populous and stronger "vanquished 
nation which wishes revenge." 
"Guided by a temperament differ- 


ent from ours, for her might is 
right," he wrote. "She remains a 
redoubtable neighbor and peace will 
be maintained only by the risk she 
runs in revenge."

The letter declared the Rhine- 
land occupation guaranteed France 
land occupation g u a r a n t e e d 
France's security but added that 
when the French troops return to 
their territory France would find 
herself in an exceptionally grave 
situation.

The decision emphasized that the 


Wisconsin board was not "passing 
on tho Lower Rio Grande Valley, 
and making no declaration regard- 
ing the honesty of the development, 
and the board must not be inter- 
preted 
as discriminating against 
Texas," The decision added, how- 
ever, that there was a possibility 
of residents of 
Wisconsin being 
caught In speculation there. 


"The board," said the decision, 


"has unanimously denied 
applica- 


tions of several organizations to 
*ell land In Florida during the land 
boom there, land In California, and 
In various other states." 


Much Land Purchased. 
The board's denial of the permit 
said that 183 purchasers In Wiscon- 
sin have already paid $1,472,000 for 
2,300 acres In the development, and 
that during the same period only 
six sales were made to residents of 
Texas. 


Discussing citru* fruits raised In 
the valley, the order said "there 
is a serious danger that a Wiscon- 
sin resident purchasing a valuable 
piece of Texas land with successful 
management and good future may 
produce a large crop and be unable 
to market it at a profit because of 
overproduction." 


The board reported that tables of 
salt-seepage water He under some 
of the Lower Rio Grande lands, and 
that while one of the 
orchards 
shown to prospective purchasers 
may appear to be prospering at the 
age of two or three years, when the 
roots get down to *alt water the 
trees become yellow and die. The 
purchaser, said the board, 
might 


find hi* first few year* of orchard 
growth successful and at the end 
of that period find his trees dying. 
Fear Water Shortage. 
The land Is all Irrigated, the de- 


cision said, and the water supply 
comes from the Rio Grande. Mex- 
ico's right to part of this water and 
the possibility of shortage through 
drouth and overdraft of water for 
drainage were stressed.
